Prognostications as to who will wear 
the tlara as Leo's successor have little 
valu@é, as even the cardinals, who. this 
evening, entefed their cells, seemed to 
be without definite ideage as to the issue. 
Cardinal Rampolla, Cardinal Serefinv 
Vennutelli, Cardinal Di Pietro, Cardinai 
Gotti and Cardinal Oreglia contjnue to be 
most frequently mentioned as the likely 
candidates, but the moment the name of 
one of them is mentioned a hundred rea- 
sons are supplied to show that he could 
not possibly be elected. 

So seldom have the majority of card!- 
nals now here met each other and go 
widely do they differ in nationality or 
per@onality that no organized movement 
in support of any one cardinal has thus 
far been practicable. 

The rival claims of the leading Italian 
cardinals, so freely ventilated in the local 
»réss, are matters which are all important 
in connection with the decision of the 
conclaye. 

More interesting. perhaps, 
way, is the impression which prevalls ina 
certain sgctions, that, no matter what 
the verdict of the conclave may be, great 
changeég are impending in the policy of the 
vatican, and that within a year or two 
the new pope will no longer consider 
hinitse!f a prisOper in the yatican, but 
will, uhlike Leo, ieave its precincts wben 
necessary. 


Chances of Rampolla. 


Just before going into his ce)l today 
& prominent cardinal threw an interest- 
ing sidélight on the chances of Rampolla. 
Leo's secretary of state has been per- 
sistently abused recemtiy by the govern- 
ment papers for his temporal power pol- 
icy. 

ra am not so sure,’ said the cardinal 
to the representative of the Associated 
Press, ‘‘that the public attacks on Car- 
dinal Rampolla by the government are 
not inspired with a view to working up 
among Catholics and cardinals a spirit 
of erithusiasm for him which might great- 
ly increase his chances of election. In- 
deéd, it is perfectly certain that the 
Itallan government would not be at all 
sorry to see Cardina| Rampolla wear the 
tiara, as,at heart, I do not believe the 
government has any serious disposition 
to alter the existing relations between 
the vatican and the qulrinal.”’ 

There is no doubt that Cardinal Ram- 
polla, who is so well known to ail the 
cardinals because of the position he held 
onder the late pope, has a strong foilow- 
ing, but whether it is approximately 
strong énough to bring him within meas- 
urable distance of the papal throne wiil 
only be revealed when the first ballot is 
taken tomorrow. Cardinal Serafino Van- 
nutelli was certain, according to a satate- 
@eent of one of those who entered the 
conclavé tonight, to secure ten votes at 
the first ballot. He is regarded as par- 
tleularly friendly to Ireland, and it is 
understood has the support of Cardinal 
Logue. archbishop of Armagh, and, it is 
gaid, alfo of Cardinal Gibbons. 

* One of the features of today’s prepara- 
tions was the comparative ignorance dis- 
played by some of the cardinals concern- 
ing the conclave’s method of procedure.

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MOB HOLDS UP’TRAIN 
TO LYNCH TWO BLACKS 


Two Hundred Infuriated Whites Riddle Train in Ef- 
fort To Kill Negroés Who Had Wounded 
a Brakeman. 


Huntington. W. WVa., July 
Chesapeake and Onio express train No. 
1 was held up by a mob of two hundred 
men near Clifton’ Forge late tonight and 
a desperate effort was made to take two 
negro prisoners from the train. Over a 
hundred shots were fired by the mob, and 
when the train reached here twenty bul- 
lets were buried in the wood work of the 
smoking car and all of the windows had 
been shot out. 

At Clifton Forge th~ two negro prison- 
ers. weie taken on board to be brought 
t% Covington, Va., for safe keeping. En- 


gineer James Peck, of Hinton, and Con-_ 


ductor Jack Hall, of this city, who were 
in charge of the train, saw lights waving 
on the track just as the train had begun 
to gather speed after leaving Clifton 
Forge. The train was stopped imme- 


diately and Engineer Peck started to get- 


out of-his engine to find out why the 
train had been flagged. 

As the train came to a standstill, a 
mob surrounded the engine and coaches, 
and threatened to shoot Engineer Peck 
if he moved the train. Then .they began 
to ¢climb aboard. Conductor Hall, who 
had anticipated trouble when he saw the 
train ffagged, was prepared for the mob, 
and as they made a rush for the coaches, 
he ordered all the doors of the cars 
locked. The men, finding that it would 
be impossible for them to enter-and ob- 
tain the n¢groes, began to gather around 
the smoking car, in which the negroes 
were under guard. As Conductor Hall 
ran through the train calling upon the 
passengers to lay flat on the floor, the 
mob began firing into the windows of the 
smoker, while the passengers acrambled 
from fheir seats to a place of safety from 
the fiying bullets. The firing was kept up 
for several minutes, and bullets whistled 
through the car.windows. While women 
screamed, the mob outside continued their 
clamoring for the two negro prisoners. 
Flying missiles of al] descriptions came 
through the windows, but not a passerfger 
or trainman was injured. Engineer

The train gained quick mo- 
mentum and did not stop until Caving®on 
Was reached, where the negroes weré 
placed in jail. 

The negroes for whom the train was 
held up are from Lynchburg, Va., and 
are supposed to be the men who shot and 
seriously injured a white brakeman, Ed- 
ward Hite, a few days ago.

Senator Hopkiriti has called a meet- 
ing of the joint-#ommittee to be held 
in thé senaté chamberat 9 o’clock Mon- 
day morning. when the Investigation will 
ba begun. “The joint resolution, which 
was published in yesterday's Constitu- 
tion, provides that the c@mmittee shall 
make as full an investigation as. possible 
of the charges of lobbying. and report to 
the general assembly within one week. 
The report, therefore, will be forth- 
coming by next Friday. 

It is stated Messrs. Overstreet and 
Tigner will be summoned before the 
committee and asked to tell all they know 
with reference to lobbying. They have 
stated in their recent speeches that they 
intended no reflection upon the house or 
senate, or, at least. not upon the honest 
members of those bodies. Now the ques- 
tion will be asked who are the dishonest 
members, if there are any such. The 
investigation promises to be an interest- 
ing one and the outcome will be eagerly 
awaited. 

Senator Skelton was first named on 
the -senate committee, but declined be- 
cause he was the author of the resolu- 
tion. Senator Perry was appointed and 
likewise deciined, because he said he did 
not think the investigation would accom 
plish anything. 

Following the action of the house in 
adapting the resolution, sensational 
speeches were maie bv Messrs. Over- 
street, of Screven, and Tigner, of Musco- 
gee, on questiong of personal privilege. 

Overstreet Reiterates Charges 


Mr. Overstreet, of Screven, arose to a 
qué@stion of personal privilege immediate- 
ly after the adoption by the house of 
the résoliigion.

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STARVING. MEN 
LUNG TO SHIP 


Fearful Experience of the Crew 
af the Vermont, 


For Three Days, With Hardly Any 
Food or Water, They Clung to 
the Capsized ‘Vessel—Res- 
cued When at the 
Point of Death. 


a 

Philadelphia, Pa., July 31.—After ciing- 
ing to their capsized vessel for three 
days in mid-ocean, the crew of the Italian 
bark Vermont, bound from Genoa for St. 
Johns, N. F., in ballast, was rescued by 
the French tank steamer [Le Lion, from 
Seville, via Gibraltar for Marcus Hook, 
Pa., and brought here today. The ship 
wrecked crew consisted of Captain Marina 
and twelve men, one of them a negro. 
The sailors were in an exhausted condi- 
tion from exposure when picked up. 

The Vermont encountered heavy weath- 
er after leaving Genoa, but all went well 
until Thursday of last week, when she 
ran into a heavy gale. The bark wa 
weathering the storm. well when her bal- 
last shifted and the vesse] rolled over on 
her side. The crew had just time enough 
to secure a bag of biscuits and some 
water before she careened on her beams 
end. Tne men were about to abandon 
the vessel when it was decided to stick 
to her. Then for three days the little 
band of men clung to the capsized vessel, 
hoping to be taken off and thus avoid 
the risk of living in a row boat on the 
rough sea. On Sunday night the bark 
turned completely over and the crew took 
to a small boat. Rockets had been sent 
up, but not one was seen until early on 
Monday morning when the French man 
hove in sight. 

The men were well taken care of and 
slowly recovered from their exposure and 
terrible expertence. hey are being look- 
ed after By tne local Italian ¢onsul, and 
will be sent to Italy. The Vermont was 
abandoned in latitude 37.25 north, longi- 
tude 55.2 west.

Wealthy Men of Boston Have 
Asked for Incorporation of 
the Company, 


CAPITAL OF $40,000,000 
FOR THE GREAT TRUST 


Promoters of the Scheme Hope To 
Weld Cotton Factories of the 
Country Into One Corpo- 
ration—Great Saving 
Is Expected. 


Boston, Mass., July 31.—A certificate of 
organization of the United States Cotton 
Manufacturing Company. capital $40,000, - 
000, has been filed with the commission- 
ers of corporations. 

H. C, Bacon, of Boston, is president 
of the corporation, and M. Sumner Hol- 
brook, of Boston, treasurer. 

It is stated that the promoters intend 
to gain control of the cotton milis of the 
United States and operate them under one 
control. 

The parties behind the scheme are con- 
fident that such a merger would result 
in great savings to the mill owners. 

Maine Mills Closing Down.

If milk contains dirt, however, and 
in that condition is given to infants, 
diarrhea results, and is usually followed 
by death. The principgl causes of deatn 
among Atlanta infantg are diarrheal dis- 
eases, and the vast majority of such dis- 
eases are caused by impure milk. The 
percentages are in the nineties. ; 

The city requires 3 per cent of fats 
in milk and 12 per cengt of total solids. 
Milk that falig beiow tnese standards is 
presumed to have been tampered with.

Sa) Animus Is Gack of Cava 
To Be Filed Today, 


Attack on Testament of George 
Washington Collier Due, It Is 
Said, To Desire of Chil- 
dren To Escape Ten- 

Year Clause. 


Some time today, it fs understood, the 
Caveat to the will of the late G. W. Col- 
lier will be filed and the speculations, 
rife in the public mind all week, will be 
answered. 

The rumors and predictions tn the air 
for some days past have set going a 
sensation and the groat estafe of the rich 
land owner—the estate and the will of the 
dead man—have been the chief topic of 
Bossip since the. probability of a caveat 
was first mentioned on the streets. 

The sensational element of the incigent 
is the general belief that the genuineness 
of the will on file in the court house 
vaults will be called into question by 
the children and heirs of. the testator, the 
beneficiaries under the will. 


Attorney Hoke Smith Talks. 

“The animus behind this attack on Mr. 
Collier's will,” said Hoke Smith, one of 
the attorneys for the exectitors, yester- 
day, “is the desire of the children to se- 
cure control of the property immediately— 
to escape the ten year postponement of a 
partition ”’ 

Mr. Smith said also that the fact that 
the executors were empowered to donate 
a large tract of land to the city for park 
purposes was another cause of dissatis- 
faction with the will. 

“But,”’ said he, ‘‘the chief motive be- 
hind the expected caveat will be the ten- 
year limitation.” 

George Westmoreland, of Westmoreland 
Brothers, also of counsel for the execu- 
tors, said practically the same thing, 
adding: 

“In my opinion George W. Collier, Jr., 
wants to break this will, thinking that 


he will get complete control of the es- 
tate.”’ 

Judge J. N. Bateman, who drew the 
Will and who is named as One of the 
three exécutors, has always borne a 
reputation for unquestioned honor and in- 
tegrity in the community, and his friends 
regard insinuations that he wa’ a party 
to the attempt to palm off a forged will 
as absurd and unworthy of consideration. 


Seriousness of Charge. 


It is understood, however, that the 
chief charge to be made by the caveatoré 
igs that the will on fille is not a genuine 
document and does not bear the Signature 
The character and texturé 
of the paper on which the will is written, 
it is rumored. will be urged in the at- 
tack upon the will. This paper is very 
thin and almost transparent, while the 
writing. it will be alleged, so rumor has 
it, appears to have been made by impréé- 
sions, the inference being that the will 
was written and the signature of Mr. 
Collier taken by impression from some 
other document. 

The fact that the witnesses were not 
known to the Collier family prior to the 
death of Mr. Collier and that they were 
not his personal friends, it is said, will 
algo be called to the attention of the 
courts. These witnesses were all bailiffs 
in Judge Bateman’s court at the time 
the will was drawn, and BE. A. White. a 
son of ex-Policeman Mike White, and 
one of the witnesses, said yesterday: 


A Witness Talks. 


“I remember the signing of the will 
perfectly. We three happened to be the 
only ones fn the office tq act as witnesses 
at the time and we each saw Mr.. Collier 
Sign the will; we saw each other sign 
the will, and Mr, Collier saw each of us 
put our signatures to the paper.” 

Should the looked for caveat contain- 
ing all the allegations rumored be filed 
today it will be the commencement of one 
of the biggest legal fights that have 
taken place [Mf the Fulton county courts 
for a long time past and the filing of 
the document is awaited with the keen- 
eé@t interest. It is understood that Dodd. 
Newman & Dodd and John L. Hopkins & 
Sons have been retained as counsel! for 
the ocaveators, while Westmoreland Bros. 
and Hoke Smith and H. C. Peeples will 
look after the interests of the executors.

less than $2,000 and were worth a great 
deal less than that. They charge that 
defendant has perpetuated a great fraud 
on them and ask that he be enjoined 
from selling the land and that the trade 
be set aside. 

The fetitioners further allegé that— 

“The said-Kerr, conscious of the fraud 
he had perpetrated on them, and in @?- 
der to protect himself against the conse- 
quences of the said fraud, and to curry 
favor with the people after said trade, 
towit, on the 4th of July, 1988, impliously 
pretended to have deeded the said farm 
to God, the Father, Jesus Christ, the 
Son, and the Holy Ghost, fn considera-

In this deed he makes himself, his wife 
and family the Lord's trustees, to man- 
age the said farm, and made the said 
land subject to the debts of the said 
Kerr. And under the influence of a 
spark of conscience left in him and know- 
ing that he had defrauded petitioners in 
their old age out of all their support and 
that {in & short time they would be out 
on the charity of the world, he provided 
In said deed that pefitioners should have 
a home on the farm dUring their lifetime 

"The petitioners ask that the said Kerr 
be required to produce thig,deed in court 
to be used ag evidenpe, far,pefitioners. 

‘12th. Petitioners charge that this debt 
ig vold for the following reasons: 

‘), Recausé it is grossly fraudulent and 
the culmination of a fraudulent scheme 
to defraud petitioners,of.their home, 

“2. It was never delivered nor could it 
be delivered. 

‘3. If @ny effort were ever made to de- 
livér the same the granteés therein named 
would scorn e wicked gift, knowing 
the fraud perpetrated by a minister of 
the gospel on an old feeble-minded mem- 
ber of his church."’ 

It is not known what the answer of the 
defendant will be. but it is supposed that 
it will be equally interestieg as the re- 
markable instrument of the plaint!ffe.

Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, followed on a 
question of personal privilege. Mr. Tigner 
said he had the highest regard for the 
members of the house and had always 
sgught to join his fellows in protecting 
the honest memters. Only a desire to do 
his duty, he said, tiad led him to make 
the statements he had made with refer- 
ence to lobbyism.

GRADE CHANGES 
ARE POSTPONED 


Street Committee Declines 
To Accomodate New Depot 
Builders, 


Changes in the grades of the streets in 
the vicinity of the new depot site wiil 
probably not be made for another twelve 
months. The members of the street com- 
mittee, of which Alderman Terry ts chair- 
man, went on record during the session 
of the committee yesterday afternoon as 
being opposed to the grade changes at 
this time, This action will probabiy end 
the matter for the present. 

The most important of the grade 
changes will be at the corner of Madison 
and Hunter streets, where a fill of 6 feet 
will be made. After council had author- 
ized these new grades Captain James 
W. English, president of the Atlanta 
Termina] Company, and Chief Engineer 
H. M. Steele, of the Central, wrote 
letters to Mayor Howell and City Engi- 
neer Clayton suggesting that the grades 
be changed immediately and announcing 
that the railroads would give the city all 
the dirt necessary to make the deep fill. 

It appeared for a time that the city 
authorities would agree to do the work 
at once, but when members of the street 
committee began considering the matter 
yesterday afternoon it was learned that 
they opposed doing the work at this 
time. 

City Engineer Clayton stated that the 
value of the dirt to be given the city 
would be about $1,200. Councilman Brei- 
tenbucher thought that the city would 
have to pay out more than that amount 
in rentals and loss of profits if the prop- 
erty along the streets where the depot is 
to be remained idle during the erection 
of the depot. If the streets are undis- 
turbed unt immediately before the de- 
pot is ready for occupancy, he said, there 
would be no loss to the city from: ren- 
tals and profits. The remarks of Coun- 
cilman Breitenbucher greatly impressed 
the members of the committee, 

Another councilman called attention to 
the recent telegram from 8S. M. Inman, 
who stated that he would give the city 
all the dirt it needed to make the fill. 

“Let's wait until’the depot men do 
something that is not altogether on paper 
before we make another move,” said Al- 
derman Langino. 

It was decided that no motion was 
necessary and therefore the letters of the 
Atlanta Terminal Company officials were 
ordered filed.

CASTRO HUNTS 


Venezuelan President ls Treating 
Foreigners wilh Harshness, 


It Is Believed That Castro Hopes To 
Render Nugatory the Work of 
Various Arbitration Com- 
missions Now in Ses- 
sion at Caracas. 


Washington, July 31.—Seml-officlal ad- 
vices received here from reliable sources 
throw light upon the complications ex- 
isting in La Guayra, incident to the trou- 
ble between the Spanish consul there and 
the Venemielan authorities. They also 
make it appear that serious trouble in 
that quarter 46 pending because of the 
anti-foreign attitude of the Venezuelan 
government. According to those advices 
the Spanish consul referred to requested 
the privilege of appearing before a tri- 
bunal, which was examining the claim of 
a Spanish subject against Venezuela, He 
was qunished by the Venezuelan govern- 
ment through the withdrawal o his exe- 
quateur. The diplomatic representatives 
of the powers in Caracas have jgined in 
a protest against this arbitrary roceed- 
ing, but so far it is not known that the 
government's action has Deen reconsid- 
ered. 

President Olcott, of the. Orinoco Navi- 
gation Company, a resident of New York, 
also is having trouble in Caracas. The 
company has a number of claims against 
the Venezuelan governmem and Mr. Ol- 
accompanied by an attorney of the 
United States, went to Caracas to en- 
Aeavor to secure a settlement. He sought 
to appear before the regular yodicial tri- 
munals, but found himself embarrassed 
at every step and finally it was made 
impossible for him to secure the assist- 
ance of a Venezuelan lawyer. It is fear- 
ed here that the work of thé various ar- 
bitrations ncw sitting in Caracas will be 
rendered nugatory by this attitude of the 
Venezuelan government.

Dr. James L. Hughes, of To- 
ronto, Speaks Against Cor- 
poral Punishment,

July %1.—(Special.)—This 
morning at the chapel, Dr. James L, 
Hughes, of Toronto, Canada, delivered 
a most interesting address to the summer 
echoo! teachers on the subject of corporal 
punishment. His address.was @ strong 
plea for the discarding of the coercive 
plans of parents and teachers, and what 
he had to say was in line with the ar- 
gument that coercion tends to dwarf the 
child instead of giving him that devel- 
opment that is necessary to the making 
of the man. 

Dr. Hughes urged parents to interfere 
less with the rights that their children 
possess, and to place themselves more in 
touch with their children by taking more 
interest In their sports and their desires, 
instead of dwarfing them by a continual 
policy of ‘‘don't,’’ ‘‘quit,’’ “stop” and like 
expressious. 

He gave a number of Instances to prove 
that the best results are gained in those 
schools where there is no corporal pun- 
ishment. He emphasized the point that 
he was as much in favor of order and 
obedience in the school room as any man 
could possibly be, but that his studies 
on the subject and his observation had 
led him to the conclusion that ne good 
was to be obtained from corporal punish- 
ment and that on the other hand much 
harm to the child's development resulted 
from that practice. 

Dr. Hughes has been lecturing to the 
summer school throughout the entire 
week and he has made a profound im- 
pressitn upon all the teachers who have 
heard him. He concludes his lectures here 
tomorrow.

Among Those Indicted Is the Mayor 
of Lock Haven, Pa—All Are In- 
dicted for Conspiracy—The 
Grand Jury Is Not 
Yet Through. 


Washington. July 31.—The _§ federa! 
grand jury, which has been considering 
evidence growing out of the postoffice 
investigation, ‘today returned indictments 
against the following: 

AUGUST W. MACHEN, formerly gen- 
€ral superintendent of free delivery. 

JOHN T. CRUPPER, mayor of Lock 
Haven, Pa. 

WILLIAM C. LONG, of this city. 

WILLIAM GORDON CRAWFORD, 


also of this city. 
GEORGE E. LORENZ. 
MARTHA J. LORENZ, 


Toledo, Ohio. 
MAURICE UNKEL, of New York city. 
THOMAS W. McGREGOR, formerly 
chief of supplies, division of mall free de- 


livery, and 

LEOPOLD J. STERN, of Baltimore. 

With the exception of Crawford, all 
of the above are indicted for conspiracy. 

The indictment against Crawford ts for 
presenting a false claim against the gov- 
ernment. Long and Crupper also afe In- 
dicted separately for bribery. Orders for 
the arrest of all the parties were imme- 
Giately issued. This bateh of  indic*- 
ments does not wind up the cases before 
the grand jury, and other matters re- 
Gulting from the postal investigation are 
Pending before that body and may result 
fn indictmerits against other parties in 
the near future. 

Conspiracy Act Violated. 

Machen, Crupper and Long are named 
jointly in one indietment for violation 
of the conspiracy act of the revised stat- 
utes. The indictment sets out that be- 
tween July 1, 1897, and July 1, 1901, Crup- 
per induced Machen to give him (Crupper) 
the contract for furnishing materials for 
and employment in the painting of letter 
Boxes, package boxes and posts, and that 
Crupper painted these boxes, posts, eIfc., 
in Reading, Albany, Scranton and many 
other cities throughout the country and 
in addition painted 17,771 boxes at the box 
factory at Reading, Pa., and 2,048 pack- 
age boxes at the box factory in Cleve- 
iand, Ohio,- Crupper paying Machen's 
commission of 10 cents @ box, Long act- 
ing as an intermediary. Another indict- 
ment agdinst Stern, Long and Machen, 
based on aHeged violation of the same 
Statute, charges that Stern entered into 
“@ contract with the government to fur- 
nish letter carriers’ satchels and letter 
collectors’ satchels for the free delivery 
service, the to be supplied in 
@ach case with a leather shoulder strap. 

The cost of each of straps to 
Stern in complying with his contract 
would amount to 25 cents. The indict- 
ment charges that Machen in his official 
capacity was fo procure said straps at 
the expense of the United States and de- 
liver the same to Stern to be used by the 
latter in the performance of his contract 
in order that Stern might save 25 cents 
' ©m each satchel delivered to the United 
States. It further charges that, not- 
withstanding the furnishing of such 
shoulder sYfaps by the United States, 
Stern was to charge the full contract 
price for such satchel furnished by him, 
and that a portidn of the saving to Stern 
should be retained by him and the resi- 
due paid to Long, to be divided between 
Long and Machen. Various overt acts 
_ of Machen, such as the procuring of pur- 
chases by the United States of such 
Snoulder straps and the delivery of them 
to Stern to be used in this way, are re- 
cited. Stern is alleged to have pald bills 
t6 the postoffice department without de- 
duction or allowance for these shoulder 
straps, and various overt acts of Long 
in the receiving of money from Stern and 
in the furtherance of the conspiracy are 
recited. 

A third indictment jointly names Wil- 
liam Gordon Crawford, well-known socjai- 
ly in this city; August W. Machen, George 
E. Lorenz and his wife, Martha J. Lo- 
renz, both of Toledo, Ohio, for conspiraty. 
Lorenz was formerly an official of the 
postoffice department. Crawford repre- 
sented the Postal Device and Lock Com- 
pany, which received the contract for 
flUurnishing certain of the letter carriers’ 
satcheis. 

How Graft Was Divided. 

The contract called for shoulder straps 
for the satchels, which the indictment 
' charges were ‘never furnished by the con- 
tractor, being supplied instead by the 
United States under Machen’'s orders, al- 
thovgh the contractor received the pay 
for them. For this concession it ig 
charged that Crawford paid to Machen 
through the Lorenzs about 30 per cent 
of the amount received from the govern- 
ment. The company, it ts stated, received 
Rinee July, 1902, and up to the presert 
about $21,000 from the governmént for the 
eatchels. Of this amount it is charged 
that Crawford paid the Lorenzs $8,000 and 
that the latter divided that amount with 
Machen. The Postal Device and Lock 
Company is ‘a New Jersey cofporation 
and its officers are mostiy New York men, 
but Crawford has been its vice president, 
manager and attorney in this city and has 
haa entire charge of its business here. No 
one elge in the company is. implicated.

Arrival of the Cardinals. 

By 5 o'clock this afternoon all the car. 
dinals had arrived at the vatican and 
had gone to their cells. The conclave has 
been duly formed and its members are 
now shut out from the outer walls. Every 
thing is prepared for tomorrow’s voting. 
Shortly after 4 o’clock the cardinals be- 
€4n to appear on St. Peter's piazza,.where 
a smal] crowd watched interestedly and 
raised their hats as the princes of the 
church passed into the rear entrance of 
the vatican. With each cardinal] was ene 
Servant who wiil attend his wants qur- 
ing the conclave. Some had bags in the 
carriages with them, though most of the 
baggage had been sent on beforehand. 
The majority of the cardinals contented 
themselves with taking portmanteaus and 
handbags to what one 
*“‘prison.”’ 


up. in rapid succession untl!l there was a 
long line of vehicles Waiting. All the car- 
dinals who were known to the people, 
such as Gotti, Serafino, Vannutelli, Agii- 
ardi, Satolli and Martinelli, received cor- 
dial greetings from the spectators. Car- 
dinal Gibbons passed by unnoticed. 

In the colonnade of St. Peter several 
hundred soldiers were drawn up, but 
they had nothing to do, a handful of 
geendarmes present being more than re- 
Quired to control the outside arrange- 
ments. The last cardinal to arrive was 
Vaszary, the primate of Hunga#y, who 
Grove up in Dot haste a few minutes be- 
fore 5 o'clock.’ Exactly at B o'clock the 
official entrance in conclave of each car- 
dinal occurred, and at this hour they 
“re settled in their new quarters, which 
it is understood each of the princes of 
the church has finally decided shall be 
for as short a time as possible as un- 
doubtedly the discomfort will be very 
great. 


Great Confusion at Vatican. 


It is almost impossible to describe the 
confusion at the vatican, each cardinal 
being attended in addition to his conclav- 
ist, and servants, by some friends, rel- 
atives and followers, to whom he may 
give his instructions, besides minor pre- 
lates of all grades, newspaper men and 
artists, to say nothing of the people at- 
tracted to the scene by curiosity. Such 
was the babel of voiceg that the vati- 
can officials, unaccustomed . to such 
scenes, showed the utmost bewliderment. 
Cardina| Lecot completely jost himself 
and was eventually found by his con- 
clavist who, having missed him, discov- 
ered thim wandering tn some unused 
rooms in the floor above the apartments 
of the conclave. At 5:50 p. m., however 
all the cardinals had been assembled to- 
gether and two and two they moved in 
procession to the Sistine chapel, preceded 
by a cross which was held aloft by a 
minor prelate and accompanied pby the 
Swiss guard as a choir of male sdprano 
vOices, said to be the only ones in Europe, 
Sang the “Veni Creator Spirit.” The 
cortege passed through the stately saia 
riga, the. sound of the magnificent voices 
reaching those outside the open windows 
and entering the Sistine chapel. 

Previous to 1870 the ceremony of car- 
dinals entering into conclave was much 
more imposing than that of today, as it 
was held at the Quirinal palace. They 
met at the church at San Silvertro at the 
quirinal and from there walked in pro- 
cession through the streets to the pal- 
ace, or if the conclave was to be held in 
the vatican, the cardinals met in St. Pe- 
ter, a procession was formed and af- 
ter soMe ceremonies wended its way to 
the apostolic palace. 


Cardinals Take the Oath. 


When the cardinals had all assembled 
the marshal of the conclave, Prince 
Chigi-Albani, who was an imposing fig- 
ure in full court costume, knelt and took 
the following oath: 

“I, Maro, prince Chigi-Albant perpetual 
marshal of the conclave, deputed to di- 
rect the surveillance of the apostolic 
palace, promise and swear that I will be 
faithful to the sacred college of the most 
eminent and most reverend cardinals of 
the holy church, that with the greatest 
diligence and loyalty I will watch said 
palace during the conclave for the eléc- 
tion of a new pontiff! dnd that I will not 
allow or suffer any cardinal or any of the 
people with them to infringe in any way 
on the estaDlished constitution of the 
holy fathers for the election of a Roman 
pontiff. To this God elected me and these 
are the holy gospels of God.” 

As he uttered the last Word Prince 
Chigi-AJbani put his hand on the new 
testament. After he had taken the oath 
his four assistants, known as captains 
of the conclave, three of whom assisted 
Prince Chigi-Aibani at the conclave of 
1878, the prinee’s secretary and the chap- 
lain were similarly sworn and then the 
same oath was administered to the officers 
of the Palatine guards and the Swiss 
guards. By the time this ceremony was 
ended riiny of the older cardinals were 
quite worn out with fatigue, although the 
ritual to bé [5llowed*in the opening of 
the conclave had by no méans been car- 
ried out. 

Then in pleasing confusion the cardi- 
nals, eich escorted by the noble guard, 
assigned to him, went to their respective 
cells, or apartments. Cardinals Mocenti 
«who was born in 1823), Cretoni (born 1833) 
and Laingenieux (born in 1824) were so 
exhausted that they had to be supported 
by the noble guard in attendance on 
them. 

Lots Drawn by Guards. 

As it is customary for each cardinal to 
have a guard told off for his service in 
the conclave and.there are sixty-two:car- 
dinais it was decided to press into this 
service the locals. The latter afe not full- 
fedged soldiers and were drawn by lot.

On the highest step of the altar 
stands a majestic red and gold chair, 
which will serve as throne for the new 
pope, when he first receives the homage 
ef the sacred college. 

Along the two sides of the chapel are 
the ‘seats for the cardinals with very 
high backs and each having in front 
of it a little desk with the cardinal’s 
name on it in Latin. These desks are 
pens, ink and paper and above each seat 
is an imposing canopy. The first seats, 
near the altar, will be occupied by the 
cardinal deacons, the fathers following 
in order of precedence, 

During the balloting six candles on the 
altar will be lighted. A large table has 
been pl&ted in the center. of the chapel 
for counting the votes. Most conspicuous 
of those in the chapel is a small stove, 
near the entrance of which the voting 
papers will be burned after they have 
been cast and the result determined 
upon. Just outside the door of the chapel 
is a small room where the papal robes 
intended fom the new pope are kept. There 
are three “sets of these robes, large, 
medium and small, so as to be able to fit 
a man of any size, but there are dozens 
of- beretti, or priestly caps, as it has 
offen been found very difficult to find 
one which would fit a particular head.

The site of the incinerating plant of the 
Lester Furnace Company ha& virtually 
become the property of the municipality. 
The trade will be consummated as soon 
as the necessary documents can be drawn 
up anf as soon as City Attorney James 
I. Mayson has examined the title. 

A new incinerating plant for garbage 
only will be erected on the site, 

During the session of yesterday after- 
noon the board of ‘health made to Forrest 
Adair, regresentative of the Tester Fur- 
nace Company, a proposition for the prop- 
erty, agreeing to give the Lester Furnace 
Company $12,000 for the site, upon condi- 
tion City Engineer Clayton states that he 
believes the lot large efiough for crema- 
tory purposes. 

This proposition was accepted by John 
Murphey and Frank Lester, for the fur- 
mace company, and the matter came to 
an end, except for the work that must 
be done before the money ian actually paid 
by the city. 

Thia price is $600 less than the price 
stipulated in the proposition made by the 
furnace company to the board of health, 
The proposition of the furnace company 
also provides that the city buy such parts 
of the present plant as are fit for ser- 
vice and provided that the ‘ashes from the 
new plant be given Mr. Lester for a period 
of two years. These provisions are not in 
the trade that was made yesterday after- 
noon, 

Upon the suggestion of Alderman T. D. 
Longino, president of the board, a state- 
ment of the financial condition of the san- 
{tary department wag read. Alderman 
Longino stated that he had caused. the 
statement to be prepared after learning 
of the letter written by Mayor Howell 
to the trustees ‘of the Grady hospital.

"Resolved, That this exchange refuses 
to sign the contracts offered; 

“That we refuse to negotiate other than 
with the New York exchange direct; 

“That we are willing to cooperate with 
the New York exchange in any and all 
measures for the suppression of bucket 
shops and to sign any agreement in rea- 
son direct with said exchange provided it 
is of a nature that does not require us to 
forefeit our self-respect. 

“Resolved, That we ask the New York 
cotton exchange as a Sister exchange to 
meet us in this matter and to treat with 
us as it does with Liverpool, as an ex- 
change direct, and not to place us in a 
false position before the people of tlie 
world. 

“Resolved, That we deplore the preseat 
situation, but insist that it is entirely due 
to mistaken views of the New York cotton 
exchange which is requiring of this ex- 
change to subscribe to conditions that 
are impossible, except at the sacrifice of 
our dignity and self-respect.’’

The legislative joint committee to 
investigate the charges of criminal lob- 
byism in ang about the general assem- 
bly has been appointed, with plenary 
powers. The committee is made up 
of the ablest and most popularly es- 
teemed members of both the senate 
and the houg3, They will begin their 
work on Manday. 


The day of judgment is at hand, | 


Those who have kpowledge of lobby- 
ing of the legislature in any culpable 
shape will now have'a full and fair 
opportunity to disdose their important 
knowledge. Those who have so bold- 
ly and confidently accused the gen- 
eral assembly of entertaining and ca- 
tering to those’ whose vocation as lob 
byists is denounced as a felony can 
now, without let or equivocation, name 
times, places, subjects and persons to 
a committee whose honesty they can- 
not impeach. The strong cloud of sus- 
picion and mistrust they have raisea 
Over the heads of their fellow mem- 
bers can now be justified or its falsity 
and imaginative perils shown to the 
misinformed people of the state. 

It is vain to say that the charges of 
lobbyism have not been aimed at the 
memberg of the general assembly. 
The lobbyist does not tarry and sweat 
against stone walls and surging seas. 
He hunts where he has reason to be- 
lieve he can find and bag his game. 
Where there is no victim to be gpceured 
there is no attraction for the lobbyist. 
And to charge that lobbyism exists is 
to charge that both parties to the 
mutual crime exist. So that those who 
have called the state to witness that 
lobbyism exists at the capitol have 
called it to witness that there are 
lobby-reachable members of the legis- 
lature as well as lobbyists reaching 
for and obtaining them.

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FRANCE AND 1HE PAPACY; 
' LEO FRIEND OF FRENCH 


Qqaaassese 


Ernest Daudet in Le Figaro: The late 
pope’s long struggle with death was 
watched by all Europe with a tense in- 
terest and deep sorrow that cannot be 
wholly accounted for by his beautiful 
character. Except for the patience whth 
which he resisted the constant attacks of 
the enemies of the church, the chief char- 
acteristic of the pontificate of Leo XIII 
was its freedom from open strife. All 
his immediate predecessors had tragic 
adventures. Pius VI was arrested in 
Rome, imprisoned in France like a com- 
mon rogue and died almost forgotten at 
Valentia. Pius VII, after seeing France 
reconciled with the holy see and signing 
the concordat, suffered in his turn arrest, 
imprisonment and exile. Pius IX, driven 
from his palace 2 4 a revolution, restored 
and protected by France, looked on heip- 
leasly while she, the oldest daughter of 
the church and its mainstay, was crush- 
ed by an aljen wer, and while hia own 
temporal domains, the last remnant of 
the heritage of St. Peter, were taken 
from him. 

In the pontificate of Leo XIII there 
were no such struggles. Before its begin- 
hing the despoilers of the hély see had 
completed their work. Condemned to live 
a voluntary prisoner within the limits 
of the vatioan, he was sheltered there 
from the storms that had so sadly shaken 
hig predecessors. Under his guidance the 
lost temporal power of the holy see was 
replaced ty a wide spiritual prestige. 
While the gresident of the United States 
sent messages of deference and devotion, 
while the agar of Russia, in respectful 
letters, announced his intended visit to 
Rome, the king of England and the em- 
peror of Germany, equally eager to win 
the favor of the pontiff, were received in 
the vatican. 

But every light casts a shadow. The 
dark side of the pontificate of Leo XIII 
has been the hidden but steady alienation 
of France from the papacy. Not of the 
French people, who are, as they have al- 
ways been, the conservative Catholic na- 
tion par excellence, but of their govern- 
ment. This was a great sorrow to Leo 
XIII. He never lost his love for France, 
ane it was with a Dditter heart that he 


bo 


watched the attempts made there ta 
deaden the Influence of Catholicism. The 
thousand and one ways in which the en- 
emies of the church showed their malice, 
the attempts made in the chamber of dep- 
uties to abandon the embassy of Rome 
and to stop the appropriation of money 
for religious purposes, the persecution of 
the religious orders, the closing of the 
chapels, were blows from which the aged 
pope never recovered. 

He had no fear that these measures 
would be successful or that France would 
ever abandon Catholicism. But his af- 
fection for her was troubled by the 
thought of what even a temporary bréak 
with the holy see might cost us politically 
and socially, especially tn those Oriental 
countries over which we have ao long 
exerted a religious protectorate, 

In this protectorate Leo XITT always 
supported us, and even after the impe- 
rial and royal, visits that betrayed the 
desire to displace us, he declared his une 
willingness to have us lose our privt- 
leges. Up to his death he remained 
faithful to France 

But how about his successor? Wil he 
show as great an affection for our coun- 
try? Or will he not be weakened by the 
attacks of the anti-religious political 
forees, and lend a willing ear to the tn- 
terested propositions of aliens? 

To ask these questions is to explain 
the acute interest everywhere aroused by 
the death of the pope and the coming 
meeting of the conclave. The death of 
Leo XIII will mark, perhaps, a turn in 
the course of events. Hence the euger- 
ness of those who hope to inherit the 
wide Catholic protectorate which France 
has prided itself on exerting, but which 
the wild imprudence of the administra- 
tion threatens to lose. And henge the 
anxiety of those who fear that the death 
of a pope whose favor never failed us 
will precipitate the dangers of a fatal 
administrative policy, weaken our seeu- 
lar influence, and hasten our fall ag @ 
world power.

The large vote given the measure Was 
somewhat of a surprise, though it was 
eénerally bélieved it would pass with a 
good margin over a constitutional ma- 
jority. .

Brief Debate in House. 

The uniformity bill came up yesterday 
as unfinished business of the Thursday 
afternoon session. The previous question 
was ordered before the debate began, 
and then only twenty minutes was al- 
lowed to each side. 

Messrs. Howell, of Meriwether, Steed 
of Taylor. Richardson of Houston, and 
Cann of Chatham, occupied the twenty 
mihutes allowed to the signers of the 


. minofity report. They opposed the bill 


on various grounds, contending that un- 
Ger the proposed system a change in 
books would involve a change in 137 
counties stead of only one as under 
the present plan. Then, too, the great 
cost to the people of the state was pre- 
sented as an argument against the 
méasure. It would cost the parents of 
the school children of the state $500,000 to 
$600,000, it was stated, stmply to change 
books as would he required under the 
law. 

Messrs. West of Lowndes, Mitchell of 
Thomas, Holder of Jackson arid George 
of Morgan occupied the time in favor 
of the Dill. 

“It is time to do away with the great 
dominating book company, and sweep 
the trust from the land," declared’ Mr. 
West. 

It was urged that the people 
uniformity.

Ever? state that has 
tried the uniform system, Mr. Mitchell 
said, has readopted it.

Provisions of the Bill. 


The uniform text-book bill as passed by 
the ‘house provides ‘that the state board 
of education, consisting of the governor, 
secretary of state, comptroller general, 
attorney general and state schoo) commis- 
sioner, be, and are hereby made, the 
schcol book commission of the. state of 
Georgia. The members of the said book 
‘commission shall serve without compen- 
sation; the governor shal) be preésiden:, 
and the state school commissfoner shall 
the executive officeft of said school 
book commission: Before trar@acting any 
business relating to the duties of this 
commission, they shall each cake an oath

The most important bill passed by the 
senate at yesterday's session is of espec- 
la! interest gloe Atianta. This is the biil 
introduced by Senator Perry providing 
for the appointment of probation officers 
in cities of 30,000 and over—a measure 
which, as lis author explained, was espec- 
lally championed by a lafge number ot 
ladies in Atlanta and other cities wao 
have given thought to the proolen 
bettering the condition of youths wh 
may be saved from becoming criminals 

This measure does not make the 
pointment of such probation officers ob- 
ligatory upon any city, but leaves it to the 
mayor and council to provide for such 


appointment in case they see fit. It) 
applies, as stated, only to the larger cities 
and only to persons guilty of violations 
of municipal ordinances. 

Under the terms of the Dill the record- 
ers or judges of police courts are made 
the appointing powers, the probation offi- 
cers 80 selected to serve at -the pleas- 
ure of the appointing power. In setting 
forth the duties of the probation officer, 
the bill provides that in any case which 
upon investigation this probation seems 
worthy, it is to be lawful if the court 
so desires to turn the offender over to 
the probation officer for care and pun- 
ishment. The court is to prescribe rules 
and regulations for the government of 
these probation officers and of the per- 
gons committed to their charge. 

As Senator Perry explained, this plan 
has been adopted in most of the large 
cities of the country with the best results. 
Many first offenders against the law 
have, under its operations, been given 
the opportunity to reform and begome 
good citizens, rather than being thrown 
with the criminal class jn the prisons and 
developing the criminal instinct. 

The bili received the unanimous sup- 
port of the senate.

New York, July 31.—Thecotton market 
Opened steady at unchanged prices to an 
advance of 5 points and tuled irregular, 
during the entire session.

Chicago, July 31.—Weakness was man}i- 
fested in both the gran and provisions 
markets today, September wheat closing 
7-8c lower, September corn and oats each 
off 1-2c and September provisions were 
from lfc to 35c lower. 

Trading in wheat was only moderate, 
and the market on the whole was in- 
clined to weakness with prices quite €r- 
ratic. The early morning news was of @ 
rather doubtful character, and opening 
prices were about steady, September be- 
ing a shade to 1-8@l-4c higher @t 79 1-2@ 
79 5-8c. There was considerable selling 
pressure at the start, due partly to the 
fact that receipts at St. Louis were for 
the first time this year larger than @ 
year ago, and partly to the fact that the 
majority of traders were on the long side, 
but willing to take profits. After ruling 
weak for a time the market firmed up 
on renewed reports of damage in the 
northwest, but further liquidation 5oon 
carried prices off again. The session was 
marked by these advances with subse- 
quent declines until the last half hour 
when, however, heavy realizing carried 
prices to the bottom notch, September 
selling down to 78 1-2c. The close was 
at 78 1-z@ 78 6-8c, a net loss of 7-8c for 
thd day. Clearances equaled 629,700 bush- 
els. Primary receipts were 675,000 Dusn- 
els, against 1,075,860 e year ago. Ex- 
ports of wheat and flour for the week, 
according to Bradstreet’s, was 8,192,000 
bushels.

More rains in the corn belt caused 
weakness in the grain and although there 
was fair support at times from local 
traders and commission houses, the mur- 
ket failed to respond to any great extent 
to this demand.

UMPIRES WANED 
FOR BIC ROAD 


Franchise Arbitration Board 
Ire Completed. 


Judge Nottingham for the Former, 
Judge Lawson for Latter—Di- 
gest Increases Keep Up. 
More Counties Heard 
From Yesterday. 


Umpires for the two largest of the 
franchise tax arbitrations were e«reed 
upon yesterday. 

Judge Warren D. Nottingham, of Ma- 
con, has been selected as umpire in the 
matter of the Southern railway. He will 
act with Hon. J. Pope Brown, of the 
raiffoad commission, representing the 
state, and Hon. Roland Ellis, represent. 
ing the railroad company. 

Judge Thomas G. Lawson, of Eatonton, 
is named as umpire in the Central arbi- 
tration. In this the state will be repre- 
sented by Railroad Commissioner Brown, 
while Alex Smith, of Atlanta, is the rép- 
resentative of the company. 

The arbitrator named for the Southern 
will also act In the matter of the arbi- 
tration of the Alabama Great Southern. 
But a few miles of this company’s prop- 
erty lie in Georgia and the property !s 
operated by the Southern, but the or- 
ganizations of the two companies are 
separaie and there will be separate ar- 


bitrations. 
Since the appointment of the arbitfa- 


‘tors representing the two sides, to the 


taxation controversy. there have been 
a number of conferences in the* course 
of which a good many men have been 
discussed from the standpoint of availa- 
bility for the tmportant position of arbi- 
trator in these important cases. It was 
not until yesterday that complete agree- 
ment was announced. The selectians in 
both cases meet the thorough approval 
of both sides. Judge Nottingham, who 
was formerly judge of the city court of 
Macon, is a jurist of high character and 
standing. Judge Lawson, former mem- 
ber of congress from the eighth district, 
is one of the most eminent citizens of the 
state. 

Now that the boards of abitration havé 
been completed, the work of analyzing 
and passing upon the assessments of the 
comptroller general will be actively be- 
gun.
